Schumacher et al. of USP No. 6,549,216 teaches preserving events generated from user interaction with applet including the ability 
to record and manipluate information associated with the user interaction, sequence (see abstract) and the emulation of a sequence of 
events in which the storing and retrieval of queued event objects is facilitated through the use of index and the ability to identify the 
selected events for recording (col. 2, lines 32-40 and col. 5, lines 22-50) and the occurrence of the events tliat result from user interaction 
are to be detected and identified (col. 4, lines 20-32 and col. 7, lines 1 5-20). 
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
